ers, when the fractious horse she w as 
driving began to kick. On account of 
having a storm front on the buggy 
she w as unable to handle the animal 
and in another minute she lost con­ 
trol of the lines and the horse dashed 
down the road at break-neck speed. 
The plucky woman held on to the 
lines and w as literally jerked through 
the g la ss o f the storm front. 
That 
she w as not seriously injured in this 
seem s almost incredible. 
She 
fell 
forw ard and her foot caught between 
the shaft and the wheel. 
In this jh>- 
sition Mrs. Newsom was dragged fo r 
over a half mile. 
Death seemed in- 
evitable a s the woman found it im­ 
possible to free 
herself from the 
perilous position. 
It was by an act of Providence 
that the runaw ay horse checked its 
speed fo r a short time and kicked 
loose from the vehicle. 
The buggy 
tumbled down along the side of the 
road, and Mrs. Newsom’s life w as 
spared. 
However, her body w as one 
m ass o f bruises. 
On hearing her cry 
fo r help some men hurried to her 
side and had her removed to the 
home of her father. A physician was 
summoned, and much to the surprise 
and pleasure of those in the Ewing 
home, found that the woman did not 
suffer any broken bones or internal 
injuries.

before the su prem e cou rt of the U nit­ 
ed States when the ju dge w as involved 
in the Nome ring scandal. H eney’s a r­ 
gu m ent so im pressed Mr. Knox that 
he offered him an appointm ent as spe­ 
cial prosecu tor In the Oregon land 
frau d cases. 
H eney was then thirty- 
eight years old and had a fair prac­ 
tice. 
He took the appointm ent and 
prosecu ted ihe grafters in the lau d ** 
frau d cases so su ccessfu lly that when *!• 
San Francisco aw ak ened to the reali­ 
zation that it was graft ridden he w as 
called u pon to act as a special prose­ 
cu tor there, and a fu nd of $100,000 
w as contribu ted for him w ith which 
to begin work 
Francis Joseph Heney, the son of an 
Irishm an, w as born in Lima, N. Y.# on 
M arch 17, 1859. 
His fam ily moved to 
San Francisco In 1803. au d there he 
lived his boyhood in the sou th of 
M ark et district, k nown then, as now, 
as the rendezvou s for wild gangs of 
you ngsters who k new no fear or limit 
to their deviltry. 
The hu sk y you ng­ 
ster learned to fight before he learned 
to read. 
L ater, w hen he k new* how to 
read and w*as cram m ing his head fu ll 
of preparatory stu ff for the m atricu la­ 
tion exam inations at the U niversity of 
California, he did not forget how to 
fight. 
He entered the u niversity at 
Berk eley w ith the class of ’82. 
Heney never k new* w hat fear m eant 
and w as alw*ays ready for trou ble. 
As 
a you ng man, after being gradu ated 
from the U niversity of California, he 
practiced law in Tu cson, A rli. 
He 
w as of su ch fighting natu re in his 
practice that he made enem ies of the 
evil types of Tu csonites. so he bou ght 
him self a modern m agazine revolver, 
had a special pock et bu ilt in his trou ­ 
sers for it, so that he w*ou ld not be 
ham pered by his coattails in bringing 
it Into action, au d pu rsu ed the even 
tenor of his way. 
W hen he first began to follow the 
trail of Itu ef and Schm itz au d the
